NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On January 10, 2013, Pico Rivera Station Deputies responded to the area regarding a 

“Person with a gun” call. The caller indicated four male gang members in a dark colored 
vehicle pointed a firearm at him, asked him “Where he was from,” and drove away. One 
of the males was described as wearing a hooded sweatshirt and a Dallas Cowboys cap. 


walking toward them on Morrill Avenue. He matched the description of one 
of the suspects in the call and, therefore, they attempted to detain him. Suspect 

refused to follow the deputy’s commands to stop. Instead, he and put his 
hands in his waistband area and began to dig for something. Believing was 
arming himself with a gun, and fearing for he and his partner's safety, Deputy Padilla fired 
two rounds at the suspect. Suspc NN fell to the ground and grabbed his leg. 
He then instinctively jumped up from the ground and continued to dig in his waistband 
until he retrieved a large 9 to 10 inch knife. The suspect ran south on Morrill Avenue and 
out of view.

An aero unit responded, located ШИ and broadcasted his location. Responding 
deputies exited their patrol cars and walked toward (EE location. "ER 
faced the deputies while wielding a large knife. The deputies gave Suspect 

several commands to drop the knife, get on the ground, and show his hands. Тһе 
suspect refused and walked backward away from the deputies for several blocks while 
waving the knife at them and mumbling "Come оп. Come on.” The deputies walked in 
a horizontal line following the suspect westbound for several blocks down Holbrook Street 
between Rockne Avenue and McNees Avenue.

prior to the second shooting. 
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The suspect then began aggressively moving toward the deputies and concealing his 
hand in his pocket. The deputies gave Suspec MN numerous commands to 
stop, show his hand and drop the knife. The suspect refused to comply. Deputies 
Cardona, Cerda, K. Felix, V. Felix, Reynoso, and Zarda fired at Suspect NN 
The suspect fell to the ground. Subjec$ sustained seventeen gunshot 
wounds to his body including his forehead, chest, back, face, arms, hip, buttocks, thigh 
and hand. He was pronounced dead at the scene by Paramedic Delucia at 1620 hours.

known “Quiet Village” gang member. A hand written note was found on Suspect 

person, which stated "Call if you need anything. If you do something stupid 
call.” It is not known who this note was written by or if it played any part in the suspect's 
actions leading up to this shooting.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy John Padilla 


Deputy Padilla said briefing had just ended when a "Man with a gun" call was broadcast 
via the radio. The call stated that four male Hispanics in a vehicle approached an 
individual and brandished a firearm. The suspects were described as gang members, 
and the person who brandished the weapon was wearing a "Dallas Cowboys" hat. He 
said he told Deputy Gutierrez that they were going to check a gang area called "Quiet 
Village," because he believed the guy with the gun might be one of the local gang 
members from the area. 


Deputy Padilla said he started driving up Norwalk Boulevard, going to check for the 
suspect vehicle in "Quiet Village." He turned westbound on Holbrook Street and saw a 
male Hispanic "gangster-looking type," wearing a blue and grey beanie, walking 
northbound toward them. He told his partner Deputy Gutierrez that the male was 
probably the guy they were looking for, and they were going to stop him. He drove 
southbound on Morrill Avenue and stopped the patrol vehicle approximately 15 feet away 
from the suspect. He said he opened his door and put one foot on the ground, stepping 
out of the patrol vehicle, remaining behind the door of his vehicle. He told the suspect to 
walk toward them and put his hands on the hood of his vehicle. He said as soon as he 
told the suspect to let him see his hands, the suspect stuck his right hand into his 
waistband and looked straight at him. 


Deputy Padilla said he gave the suspect a second order, to “Let me see your fucking 


hands.” The suspect did not comply. Deputy Padilla said the suspect reached deeper 
in his waistband with each order he was given. The suspect continued looking at Deputy 
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Padilla while digging in his waistband. Deputy Padilla said the way the suspect was 
looking at him made him think the suspect was trying to get a gun from his waistband and 
shoot him. Deputy Padilla said he gave the suspect a third order and removed his duty 
weapon. He said he shot his gun at the suspect from about ten feet away because he 
believed the suspect was reaching for a gun and the suspect was going to shoot him and 
his partner. He said his backdrop was clear and there was an unoccupied Honda parked 
along curb, just east of the suspect. 


After Deputy Padilla fired two shots at the suspect, the suspect staggered backwards. 
Deputy Padilla told the suspect to get on the ground. The suspect turned towards the 
deputies and attempted to run southbound toward Morrill Avenue. The suspect then fell 
to the ground and grabbed his leg. Deputy Padilla took cover behind a cinderblock wall 
on the corner of Holbrook and Morrill Avenue. He believed he shot the suspect in the 
leg, but he could not see if the suspect was wounded. Deputy Padilla said he checked 
on his partner by yelling to her “Are yo ^?" He said she replied yes, and he saw her 
putting out emergency radio traffic on Deputy Padilla said he did not know what 
his partner was doing during the shooting because his attention was focused on the 
suspect. He said he heard the passenger side vehicle door open, and saw it open in his 
peripheral vision. He said he did not hear any other gun fire and did not know where his 
partner was positioned during the time of the shooting. However, he knew there was no 
danger of cross fire because he did not see her anywhere in his shooting range. 


Deputy Padilla said the suspect immediately stood up, faced the deputies and continued 
to dig into his waistband. Deputy Padilla ordered the suspect to get on the ground. The 
suspect did not comply. Fearing the suspect was trying to arm himself with a gun, 
Deputy Padilla pointed his gun at the suspect, but realized his backdrop was not clear 
because people were starting to come out of their houses. 


From approximately twenty to twenty five feet away, Deputy Padilla ordered the suspect 
to get on the ground, but the suspect continued to ignore his commands. The suspect 
took his hand out of his waistband and held a huge knife that he had been concealing 
inside of his waistband area. The suspect held the knife in his right hand and waived the 
knife in their direction. The suspect then ran southbound on Morrill Avenue. He put out 
radio traffic regarding the suspect being armed with a knife, and running southbound on 
Morrill Avenue.

Deputy Padilla said Deputy Ken Felix was the first deputy to arrive on scene. He said he 
informed Deputy Felix that the suspect ran southbound on Morrill Avenue, then went 

westbound to Lock Avon. He said as he was looking at his map, Aero Bureau started to 
set ир a containment. Deputy Padilla and his partner stayed at their location and set up 
a command post. Moments later he saw the suspect running on Holbrook Street. The 
suspect stopped running, and walked westbound on Holbrook Street. He said he alerted 
responding deputies of the suspect's whereabouts. Deputy Padilla said four to five units 
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arrived on Holbrook Street. Because the patrol vehicles were staggered, he lost a visual 
on the suspect and deputies. He said after about 15 to 20 seconds, he heard gunshots, 
but did not see the shooting.

Deputy Kenneth Felix 


Deputy Felix said that on the day of this incident, a man with a gun call was broadcast. 
As he was responding to the call, he heard radio traffic that a deputy was involved in a 
shooting. He was a block away from where the shooting occurred so he immediately 
responded to the location. He arrived and saw Deputy Padilla waving at him, telling him 
that the suspect ran southbound. Deputy Felix said he drove southbound on Morrill 
Avenue and westbound on Holbrook Street. He saw the suspect walking in the street 
about five feet from the curb. The suspect was holding a large knife in his hand that 
looked like a machete and was dressed in baggy clothing. Deputy Felix pulled up behind 
the suspect and ordered him to stop and get on the ground. The suspect lowered his 
eyes and looked at him with a dazed stare as if he was saying “Fuck you, I’m gonna kill 
you.” Deputy Felix said his heart rate was immediately raised because the suspect 
looked very evil and he had tattoos all over his face. Deputy Felix said this was the first 
time he had been confronted by someone who looked like the suspect.

Deputy Felix said the suspect was waving the knife back and forth and pointing it at him. 
He said he saw a pedestrian on the street who was close in vicinity to the suspect and 
feared the pedestrian would be “victimized” by the suspect. Knowing the suspect had a 
knife, and believing he was armed with a gun, Deputy Felix said he got out of his patrol car 
and ordered the suspect to stop and get down on the ground. Deputy Felix said he 
feared he would have to shoot the suspect because he thought the suspect was going to 
attack the pedestrian. He said just as he was ready to pull the trigger, the suspect 
started to comply and get on the ground. 


Deputy Felix said the suspect crouched on the ground for a second, kneeled down, and 
suddenly stood back up. The suspect then turned and walked at a quick pace 
backwards away from him, while looking and waving the knife at him. Deputy Felix got 
back into his patrol car and followed the suspect at about five to ten miles per hour at a 
distance of ten to twelve feet. He said he drove with the driver's side door open because 
the distance between them was not great. He said he held the door open because he 
needed cover just in case the suspect turned and sprinted toward him or pulled out a gun. 
He said he hai CSO| inthe car who was potentially a 
He said he wanted to be а! o of the car if he had to so the suspect's attention 
would be on him and not He also said he kept the driver's side door open 
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to use it as an avenue of escape. Deputy Felix said he continued to follow the suspect 
with SOM г the vehicle because he did not want to lose the suspect. He said 
told her that she might have to protect herself, or even hide herself in the patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Felix said when they reached Holbrook Street and Rockne he stopped the patrol 
car. The suspect stopped walking backward, and he got out of the patrol vehicle. He 
said the suspect was standing, holding the knife up, waving it back and forth in a figure 
eight pattern across his face, and toward him. He said in his mind, he was thinking the 
suspect was trying to show him that he was trying to kill himself, or him (Deputy Felix). 
Deputy Felix said he felt very threatened by the suspect's actions. He continued to 
follow the suspect because he was not able to put out any radio traffic to communicate the 
suspect's whereabouts due to his radio not working properly. Не did not want to lose the 
suspect. 


Deputy Felix said he stepped about five to seven feet away from his radio car. From 
approximately 10 to 15 feet away from the suspect, he continued to give the suspect 
commands to drop the knife and get on the ground. Deputy Felix did not have any cover, 
but he said he was not far from his radio car, and there were several areas where he could 
take cover if he needed to. He said he continued to give commands to the suspect to 
drop the knife and get on the ground. He gave the commands in English only and 
pointed his gun at the suspect while giving commands. He said he continued the 
commands and became frustrated when he realized no one had arrived to assist him. 


IAB Note: Deputy Felix said he tried to put out radio traffic several times 
but his radio was not working properly. He also said that since the station 
was on self- dispatch, other people were talking on the radio, not giving him 
a chance to put out his radio traffic. 


He said the suspect started walking backwards. He said he walked forward, following 
the suspect keeping 10 to 15 feet distance between them. He said the suspect walked 
forward and then backward. The suspect continued to point the knife at him and move it 
in a figure eight motion. 


Deputy Felix said he saw a tan uniform come up in his peripheral vision. He did not know 
who it was because he kept his eyes on the suspect, but he was sure it was a deputy. 
Deputy Felix said he and the person did not communicate verbally. He said he 
continued to order the suspect to get down until he and the suspect were standing across 
from one another, “Essentially at a standoff.” He said he continuously told the suspect to 
stop, get down, and drop the knife. He said he then saw the suspect bring the knife 
across his face, toward his head, and then point it at him (Deputy Felix). He said at that 
time he saw the suspect reach into his pocket and pull out something black. Deputy 
Felix said he saw black and immediately thought it was a gun. He said in his head he 
believed the suspect had a gun and was raising it up to shoot him. He was thinking that 
the suspect now had a knife and a gun, and was going to shoot him. He said that was 
when he pointed to center mass of the suspect's body and shot him. 
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IAB Note: Refer to page 18 of Deputy К. Felix’s IAB transcripts for a more 
detailed explanation of his thoughts during the shooting. 


Deputy Felix said he fired his gun and could hear the shots, but the suspect was not falling 
down. He said he perceived the suspect to be a threat to him because he was still 
standing with a menacing look on his face as if he were saying, “I’m gonna kill you.” He 
thought “my gun isn't doing anything to this guy, | don't know what's going on." He said 
he continued to shoot until his gun went dry. He then did a reload and continued to shoot 
atthe suspect. He said when the suspect went down he stopped shooting. Deputy 
Felix did not know how many rounds he had fired until after the shooting. He said he did 
not stop to reassess because the suspect was still standing and the threat was still there. 
He said he was focusing on the suspect and unfortunately he didn't scan the background. 


Deputy Felix said he turned to his side and realized there were other deputies around him 
atthe scene. He said he did not know that other deputies were shooting and that he 
believed he was suffering from tunnel vision. He said due to his radio malfunction, he did 
not know who was responding to the incident. Deputy Felix said that because he was 
handling a man with a gun call, his partner had just shot at the suspect, and the menacing 
face the suspect was giving him, he did not think that his immediate option was to use 
less-lethal. He said when he turned the corner, the suspect was “right there," and he 
was not able to wait for back up. The suspect was a threat to him and the pedestrian that 
was on the street. He said his attempt at having back-up was using the radio, and telling 
people where they were, but there was no response.

Deputy David Zarda 


Deputy Zarda said he was working a single person no call car, and responded from Pico 
Rivera Station to a man with a gun call. He said it was a strange day because the station 
was on self-dispatch._ As ing down Norwalk Boulevard, he heard radio 
broadcasts ^ii йй с: a deputy involved shooting. He turned 
left on Loch Avon and a pedestrian pointed him in a northerly direction. He saw a patrol 
vehicle in the intersection of Rockne and Holbrook Street. He saw Deputy Kenneth Felix 
exit the patrol vehicle and immediately draw his gun on “something.” He pulled up next 
to Deputy Felix's patrol vehicle and got out of his car. He then saw the suspect standing 
in the street holding a knife. 


Deputy Zarda went and stood next to Deputy Felix who was yelling out commands for the 
suspect to drop the knife. He did not communicate verbally with Deputy Felix. He said 
he began yelling out commands to the suspect to drop the knife as well. Both deputies 
were approximately fifteen to twenty feet in front of their patrol vehicles. They stood 
approximately fifteen to twenty feet away from the suspect as they followed the suspect 
who was walking briskly backwards, lurching forward toward them, and stopping at times. 
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They kept the fifteen to twenty feet distance as they followed the suspect. If the suspect 
moved forward, they moved backward, if the suspect moved backward, they moved 
forward. They continued to order the suspect to drop the knife and tell pedestrians to get 
out of the way. During this time Deputy Zarda saw other patrol units arriving. He did not 
communicate with any of the deputies on the scene during the incident. 


Deputy Zarda said the suspect stopped moving and stood holding the knife with one hand 
and his other hand in his pocket. The suspect looked at every single deputy on scene, 
then focused on Deputy Zarda. Deputy Zarda said the suspect raised his right hand and 
thrust forward with the knife. Believing the suspect had a gun and fearing for his safety 
and the safety of his partners, he pointed his gun at the suspect and shot toward center 
mass of the suspect's body. He said once he started shooting, the suspect's forward 
movement stopped and the suspect fell to the ground. Deputy Zarda stopped shooting. 
He said he heard other rounds being fired while he was shooting but could not give any 
specifics because he was focused on his target. He heard one shotgun round fired and 
estimated the shooting lasted fifteen seconds. He said his shooting backdrop consisted 
of a freeway embankment and some houses and cars. He did not see any pedestrians in 
his backdrop. At the time of the shooting, Deputy Zarda believed he fired five to seven 
rounds.

Deputy Venus Felix 


Deputy Venus Felix said she was working Problem Specific Patrolling which is a no call 
car. She heard a call of a man with a knife over self-dispatch, and she and her partner 
Deputy Cerda started looking around the area for the suspect. She then heard Deputy 
Padilla broadcast that he had been involved in a shooting. She then heard via radio that 
the suspect was running southbound on Morrill Avenue. She and her partner Deputy 
Cerda responded to the intersection of Morrill Avenue and Holbrook Street. She saw 
Deputy Padilla's patrol vehicle on the southeast corner, and saw him standing there 
pointing west of Morrill Avenue. They responded to the location and saw Deputy Kenneth 
Felix and Deputy Zarda holding the suspect at gunpoint, giving him orders. She said she 
exited the patrol vehicle and grabbed the shot gun. 


Deputy V. Felix and Deputy Cerda joined Deputies K. Felix and Zarda and began giving 
orders to the suspect. The suspect was walking backwards, and she walked along with 
the other deputies moving with the suspect. She said they were walking along with the 
suspect because they did not want him to get away. She said as the suspect walked 
backwards, and it looked as though he were going to do a football turn and take off. She 
said she could not tell what his next move would be. The suspect had a blank stare on 
his face, and he mumbled words like "Come on, Come on." She said she could tell the 
suspect was on some kind of drug because of the blank stare on his face. She said he 
had the look of death. The suspect was reaching for his waistband and she said she 
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believed he was going to pull out a firearm. She said she had a previous experience 
where a suspect pulled out a firearm and shot at her and her partners. Deputy V. Felix 
said her instinct was to fire her weapon. 


Deputy V. Felix said she fired one round from the shotgun. She said she used the 
shotgun because she carries it all the time since being involved in another shooting. 


IAB Note: Deputy V. Felix’s Personal Performance Index record does not 
indicate that she has been involved in any prior shootings. 


She stated “I’m going back to a previous incident with a previous shooting. No one had a 
shotgun and the suspect managed to shoot at us seven times with numerous deputies 
firing at him and he only got shot in the leg. And | think if someone had a shotgun, he 
probably wouldn't have been able to shoot at us as many times. And it was a similar 
situation where he was standing several feet in front of us. So, | felt it was a good 
weapon to use."

Deputy Jim Cerda 


Deputy Cerda and his partner Deputy V. Felix drove westbound down Holbrook Street 
and he saw Deputy K. Felix and Deputy Zarda holding a male who matched the 
description at gunpoint. He pulled his patrol vehicle adjacent to the other patrol vehicles 
and he and his partner got out to assist Deputies Zarda and K. Felix. He said the suspect 
was holding a knife and he started giving repeated commands to the suspect to put the 
knife down. Deputy Cerda said the suspect began to back away as they were giving him 
commands. As the suspect backed away, they moved along with him ordering him to 
drop the knife. The suspect did not comply and continued to hold the knife in his right 
hand. The suspect had his left hand inside of his waistband area. He said the suspect 
started shaking his head and began coming forward to attack. 


Deputy Cerda said he did not want the suspect to stab him or his partners. Fearing for 
his life, he said he fired his duty weapon at the suspect. He said at that time, he could 
see numerous tattoos on the suspect's face. He said knowing that gang members 
usually arm themselves with guns or weapons, he believed the suspect was going to 
assault or kill him or his partners. 


Deputy Cerda said he was standing approximately ten to fifteen feet away from the 


suspect at the time of the shooting and believes he fired eight to ten rounds.

Deputy Fernando Cardona 


Deputy Cardona said he was leaving briefing when he heard a man with a gun call 
broadcast over the radio. The call indicated that a male in a black Chrysler 300 
brandished a firearm at someone who was walking on Norwalk Boulevard. He said they 
were on self-dispatch so he had two radios working and no computer. While searching for 
the vehicle, he heard radio traffic that a deputy involved shooting had occurred. He said 
he responded to Holbrook Street and Morrill Avenue and contacted Deputy Padilla. 
Deputy Padilla pointed and stated that the suspect ran westbound on Holbrook Street. 
Deputy Cardona drove his vehicle down Holbrook Street and parked his vehicle as close 
as he could to the suspect who being detained by Deputy K. Felix and another deputy 
who he could not recall. 


Deputy Cardona said he got out of his car and joined the other deputies who were trying 
to detain the suspect at Holbrook Street and Rockne Avenue. He saw the suspect had a 
giant knife that looked like a machete. The suspect was waiving the knife around and 
holding it in an upright position with the blade facing up. Deputy Cardona stood about ten 
to fifteen feet away from the suspect and joined the other deputies in giving commands for 
the suspect to "Stop moving and Drop the knife." He said they gave the suspect several 
commands but he did not comply. He said the suspect continued to waive the knife and 
skipped backward as they followed him. The suspect was grunting what sounded like 
“Come and get me. Come and get me." Deputy Cardona said they followed the suspect, 
keeping a safe distance just in case he decided to run at them. 


Deputy Cardona said he continued to follow the suspect because he wanted to convey to 
the suspect that they (deputies) were not going anywhere. Deputy Cardona said he 
could see the suspect's facial expression changing. The suspect had odd clown like 
tattoos on his face and tattoos of triangles on his upper eyebrow and lower cheek. The 
suspect continued to skip backwards, shake the knife, and reach for his waistband as 
Deputy Cardona and the other deputies continued to walk together in a horizontal line and 
follow him. He said he and the other deputies did not communicate with one another as 
they followed the suspect. Deputy Cardona said at one point, the suspect's face went 
blank. He lunged forward with the knife and jammed his left hand into his pocket causing 
his hand to disappear. Deputy Cardona said as soon as the suspect started lunging 
forward, with his hand moving at the same time, he started shooting center mass at the 
suspect. He said he fired his weapon three to four times at the suspect because he was 
in fear for his safety and the safety of his partners. Deputy Cardona believed the suspect 
was going to pull a gun out of his pocket and shoot him or one of his partners, or stab one 
of them and keep running.

Deputy Reynoso said she was working a community based detail when she heard a man 
with a gun call. She responded from the south end of Pico Rivera. She said she heard 
Deputy Gutierrez on -yino emergency radio traffic that a deputy had been 
involved in a shooting. She then heard Deputy Padilla relay emergency radio traffic over 

that he had been involved in a shooting. Deputy Reynoso traveled 
northbound on Norwalk Boulevard, west on Loch Avon, and north on Rockne. When she 
arrived, she immediately exited her vehicle and saw deputies standing in the middle of the 
block of Rockne Avenue and McNees Avenue. She saw the suspect holding a large 
knife, which looked like a machete. She went over to where the deputies were standing 
and started giving the suspect commands to put the knife down. 


Deputy Reynoso said she noticed tattoos all over the suspect's face and he had a 
menacing look on his face. She said the suspect was determined to attack her or one of 
her partners and he was moving forward toward them and then backwards. The suspect 
was raising and lowering the knife, and not complying with their orders to drop the knife. 
She said he put his left hand into his sweater pocket in his waistband area and raising his 
head up and down, taunting them. They gave the suspect orders to show his hands. 
The suspect did not comply. She said the suspect was looking at them as if he wanted to 
attack one of them. Deputy Reynoso said the suspect had a knife in his hand and he 
was within ten feet of her. She believed the suspect was reaching for a gun inside his 
waistband and was going to shoot her or her partners. She said she shot her gun 
approximately five to six times at the suspect until she saw him fall. 


Deputy Reynoso did not see any pedestrians outside at the time of the shooting. She 
said her backdrop consisted of parked cars. Deputy Reynoso said she thought about 
using the Taser, but the suspect had a large knife and she did not think the Taser would 
be effective. She said she did not want to get any closer to the suspect because he was 
pointing the knife at them.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENT: 
Deputy Maricela Gutierrez 


Deputy Gutierrez said she was Et the time this incident occurred. She said 
she and {I Deputy Padilla heard a man with a gun call broadcast via the 
radio and they went to assist with the call. They were looking for a black Nissan with four 
juvenile gangsters inside wearing “Cowboys” gear. As she and her partner approached 
the intersection of Morrill Avenue and Holbrook Street, she saw the suspect running 
toward them. The suspect stopped running and continued walking toward them. His 
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clothing matched the description of the suspect they were looking for. Deputy Padilla 
stopped their patrol vehicle approximately five feet away from the suspect and ordered 
him to stop. He did not comply with their order to stop. She said Deputy Padilla told the 
suspect to, "Stop, let me see your hands." The suspect did not comply, and walked 
backward. Deputy Padilla drove and stopped the car within ten feet of the suspect. 
Deputy Padilla stopped the patrol vehicle and Deputy Gutierrez immediately got out to 
make contact with the suspect. She then saw the suspect reaching into his waistband 
trying to retrieve a handle that appeared to get stuck in his jacket. She said as she 
backed up to take cover behind the passenger side patrol vehicle door and retrieve her 
duty weapon, Deputy Padilla EN shot two or three rounds at the suspect. 
She said before she was able to get her gun out the suspect got up from the ground and 
ran southbound on Morrill Avenue Street. She said she wanted to chase the suspect but 
Deputy Padilla told her that they needed to stay where they were and set up a 
containment and preserve the scene. Deputy Gutierrez said she immediately broadcast 
emergency radio traffic.

Deputy Gutierrez was on the corner of the south side of Holbrook Street and Morrill 
Avenue. She was looking westbound and saw deputies on the north corner of Holbrook 
Street and Rockne. The suspect was standing toward the north side of the street facing 
east and she could see the deputies standing on Rockne and Holbrook Street facing 
west. She said she could not hear the deputies giving the suspect any command 
because she was too far away. She also said her view was blocked patrol vehicles. 
Deputy Gutierrez said she did not see the shooting but she heard shooting.

Deputy Mark Kocisko 


Deputy Kocisko said while flying in the area, he heard a deputy state via radio that he had 
been in a shooting and the suspect was armed with a knife. He said he and his partner 
immediately responded to the location. When they came over head approximately 300 
feet, he saw the suspect walking backward in the middle of the street. The suspect was 
being followed by a group of deputies. He said the suspect appeared to have a very 
aggressive stance and looked uncooperative and aggressive. The suspect was flailing 
his arms at his sides. 


Deputy Kocisko said his partner Deputy Pruit was attempting to establish a containment 
of the location should the suspect decide to flee. While flying the aircraft, he was trying 
to assist Deputy Pruit as well as look at the moving map, to make sure Deputy Pruit was 
calling out the correct containment positions. He said he was also looking down to help 
monitor the location of the suspect and his actions. After about two blocks of observing 
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the deputies follow the suspect, he looked down and saw the suspect fall to the ground. 
He believed the deputies had been involved in a second shooting with the suspect. He 
was not able to see if the suspect had been carrying anything in his hand.

Deputy Adam Pruit 


Deputy Pruit said they were assisting Pico Rivera Station with a man with a gun call. 
While they were searching for the vehicle he heard the deputies put out emergent traffic of 
a deputy involved shooting. It took them less than a minute to arrive overhead. He saw 
five to six deputies walking westbound in a line with their guns pointed down range at the 
suspect. The suspect was walking backward and appeared to be noncompliant by 
swinging his arms around. Deputy Pruit saw something shiny in the suspect's hand, but 
could not tell if it was a knife. Deputy Pruit said he began to establish a containment, 
looking at a moving map in front of him. When he looked back down he saw the suspect 
on the ground and deputies standing near him in a line. 


Deputy Pruit said it was less than one minute from the time they arrived overhead, to the 
time the shooting occurred. It appeared to him that the deputies tried to keep the same 
distance between the suspect and themselves. He said it did not appear like they were 
trying to close the gap between them. It appeared as if they may have been giving the 
suspect orders to get on the ground. He said after he saw the suspect was down, he 
requested the Fire Department.

CIVILIAN WITNESS' STATEMENT 


Witness MEME said on the day of the incident, she was riding with Deputy Kenneth 
Felix. She said they reported to a man with a gun call that ended up being a man with a 
knife call. She said when Deputy Felix turned the corner, they recognized the person 
that had been described in the radio traffic. She said Deputy Felix drove over to the 
suspect and told him to put the knife down. She said the suspect looked back, and did 
not put the knife down. The suspect kept looking back at them and holding the knife. 
She said the suspect started running, and they went after him in the patrol vehicle. She 
said when they got to the end of the street, the suspect still would not put the knife down, 
so Deputy Felix stopped the car and said “Put the fucking knife down." The suspect still 
didn’t put the knife down. 
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Witness И 52:0 all of a sudden all the units started coming in and they ended up at 
the corner of the street. She said there was a car blocking her so she could not see the 
suspect anymore. She said all the deputies were surrounding the suspect and they had 
their guns out. She said she then heard shots being fired.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the January 10, 2013, fatal shooting — by 

Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies John Padilla, Venus Felix, Kenneth 
Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando Cardona, Leticia Reynoso and David Zarda. We have concluded that 
each of these deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of others. 


The District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of this incident at 5:25 p.m. on 

January 10, 2013. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney 
Natalie Adomian and District Attorney Senior Investigator Mike Moursalian, was notified by the 
Command Center and responded to the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances 
surrounding the incident and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based upon our examination of the reports and photographs submitted 
to this office by Detective Donna Cheek and Sergeant Howard Cooper from the Homicide 
Bureau of LASD. Compelled statements were not considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On January 10, 2013, at 3:40 p.m., | ES to LASD Pico Rivera Station that he 
was a victim of an assault with a handgun in an alley near Norwalk Boulevard, in the 

City of Whittier. He explained he was walking in the alley when a car with four occupants 
pulled up alongside him. He described one of the suspects in the vehicle as a male Hispanic, age 
19-21, wearing a gray-hooded sweater and Dallas Cowboys cap with tattoos across his neck. 


VEN identity has not been disclosed as he was a minor. 
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The suspect asked [where he was from, shouted out the name of a gang and pointed a 
black handgun at him. The Sheriff's station broadcasted the crime and suspect’s description. 


Deputies John Padilla and Marisela Gutierrez were in uniform and in a marked patrol vehicle 
when they heard the broadcast and responded to the location. At 4:10 p.m., Deputies Padilla and 
Gutierrez approached Holbrook Street and Morrill Avenue, .4 miles from where [EE was 
assaulted. They saw a male, later identified asl who matched the description of the 
suspect given Бу ШШШ running in the middle of Morrill Avenue. Padilla, who was driving, 
stopped the patrol vehicle 5 to 15 feet from| Both deputies opened their vehicle doors 
and ordered {J to stop and put up his hands. ignored the deputies’ commands. 
Instead, he stared directly at the deputies while reaching under his shirt and into his waistband. 
Deputy Padilla, who had taken cover behind his patrol car door 10 feet from I believed 
he was reaching for a gun. Padilla, in fear for his life and the life of his partner, fired his service 
weapon twice И who fell to the ground and grabbed his leg. [J immediately got 
up, faced Deputies Padilla and Gutierrez and placed his hand back into his waistband? Padilla 
was unable to fire again as civilians moved into the line of fire. КЕНЕ removed a large knife, 
waived the knife at the deputies, then ran south on Morrill Avenue. Deputy Gutierrez 
broadcasted the circumstances of the shooting to other deputies. 


Deputy Kenneth Felix responded towards the area of the shooting. He saw at Morrill 
Avenue and Loch Avon Drive, one block from where the encounter with Padilla took place. 

was waving a large knife while looking at K. Felix's patrol vehicle. K. Felix exited his 
patrol vehicle and ordered Bl to put the knife down and get on the ground. took a 
few steps toward a resident standing on his lawn, causing K. Felix to fear may attack the 
civilian. ШШ crouched down slowly, as if surrendering. then quickly got up and 
fled. K. Felix reentered his vehicle and pursued MN continued holding the knife, 
faced K. Felix, and jogged away backwards. K. Felix pursued for two blocks, to 
Holbrook Street and Rockne Avenue. When | slowed down, K. Felix exited his patrol 
vehicle and followed on foot. 


Responding Deputies Venus Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando Cardona, Leticia Reynoso and David 
Zarda responded to K. Felix's position at Holbrook Street and Rockne Avenue. The deputies 
saw К. Felix attempting to detain [Jin the middle of the street without cover. The deputies 
exited their vehicles and walked toward K. Felix and| was in the middle of the 
street facing the deputies who were 10-15 feet from him. While slowly walking backwards, 

was holding the knife in his right hand and his left hand was in his pocket. Deputies 
followed [J on foot while maintaining a distance of 10-15 feet. Pd raised and 
lowered the knife and pointed it at the deputies in an angry and threatening manner. The 
deputies repeatedly commanded him to put the knife down. shook his head “no” and 
taunted the officers saying, “Come on!” Deputies followed| for about a half a block. 
ERE then raised the knife with the blade facing the deputies and moved forward in a manner 
which led deputies to believe he was going to stab them. Simultaneously, he began to remove 


? Deputy Padilla believed ll was struck in the leg since he grabbed his leg as he fell to the ground. 
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his left hand from his waistband, causing deputies to believe he was removing a gun or other 
weapon. Fearing for their individual safety and the safety of other deputies, Deputies Kenneth 
Felix, Venus Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando Cardona, Leticia Reynoso and David Zarda fired their

was pronounced dead at the scene by paramedics. A butcher knife with a 9-10 inch 
blade and a black cellphone were recovered near his body.’ Los Angeles County Department of 
Coroner Deputy Medical Examiner J. Daniel Augustine opined | | suffered multiple 
gunshot wounds. {Js lab results showed evidence of methamphetamine in his blood at the 
time he was shot. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense and defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right to use such force that he actually and 
reasonably believed that he or another person was in imminent danger of great bodily injury or 
death. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


“The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight.” Graham v. 
Conner (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397. This analysis must also allow for the fact that officers are 
often forced to make split-second judgments about the amount of force that is necessary in 
circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving. Id. 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows Deputies John Padilla and Marisela Gutierrez 
attempted to detain [J to investigate his possible involvement in a recent assault with a

Ml fell to the ground, retrieved a 
butcher knife from under his shirt, and ran away. Moments later, Deputies Kenneth Felix, Venus 
Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando Cardona, Leticia Reynoso, and David Zarda attempted to detain 

while he was waiving the knife at the deputies in an aggressive manner. At one point, 

raised his knife and moved toward the deputies while removing his left hand from his 
waistband. Deputies Kenneth Felix, Venus Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando Cardona, Leticia 
Reynoso, and David Zarda, believed he was going to stab them with the knife and/or attack them 
with a weapon from his waistband. In reasonable fear for their lives and the lives of their fellow 
deputies, they responded with deadly force. 


We conclude that Deputies John Padilla, Kenneth Felix, Venus Felix, Jim Cerda, Fernando 
Cardona, Leticia Reynoso, and David Zarda acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others 
when they used deadly force against [J Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no 


further action in this matter.

The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders Stephen 
Johnson, Ralph Webb, and Patrick Maxwell met and reviewed the above case. 


FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 
Law enforcement officers may use deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of 


others only when they reasonably believe death or serious physical injury is about to 
be inflicted upon themselves or others.

FINDINGS: 


On January 10, 2013, Pico Rivera Station deputies responded to the area 
regarding a “Person with a gun" call. The caller indicated four male gang 
members in a dark colored vehicle pointed a firearm at him, asked him "Where 
he was from," and drove away. One of the males was described as wearing a 
hooded sweatshirt and a Dallas Cowboys cap. 


Deputies John Padilla and Marisela Gutierrez, who were partners, saw 
Suspect [J walking toward them on Morrill Avenue. He matched the 
description of one of the suspects in the call and, therefore, they attempted to 
detain him. сизрос И refused to follow the deputy's commands to 
stop. Instead, he put his hands in his waistband area and began to dig for 
something. Believing Зире was arming himself with a gun, and 
fearing for he and his partner’s safety, Deputy Padilla fired two rounds at the 
suspect. Suspect fell to the ground and grabbed his leg. He then 
instinctively jumped up from the ground and continued to dig in his waistband 
until he retrieved a large 9 to 10 inch knife. The suspect ran south on Morrill 
Avenue and out of view. 


An aero unit responded, located Suspect S, and broadcasted his 
location. Responding deputies exited their patrol cars and walked toward 
Suspect аай location. Suspect faced the deputies while 
wielding a large knife. The deputies gave Suspect several 
commands to drop the knife, get on the ground, and show his hands. The 
suspect refused and walked backward away from the deputies for several 
blocks while waving the knife at them and mumbling “Come on. Come on.” 
The deputies walked in a horizontal line following the suspect westbound for 
several blocks down Holbrook Street between Rockne Avenue and McNees 
Avenue. 


The suspect then began aggressively moving toward the deputies and 
concealing his hand in his pocket. The deputies gave Suspect 

numerous commands to stop, show his hands and drop the knife. The 
suspect refused to comply. Deputies Cardona, Cerda, K. Felix, V. Felix, 
Reynoso, and Zarda fired at Suspect RW, The suspect fell to the 
ground. Subjec MN sustained seventeen gunshot wounds to his body 
including his forehead, chest, back, face, arms, hip, buttocks, thigh and hand. 
He was pronounced dead at the scene by Paramedic Delucia at 1620 hours. 


Suspect knife was recovered from the scene. Suspect 

was a known “Quiet Village” gang member. A hand written note 
was found on Suspect {J person, which stated “Call if you need 
anything. If you do something stupid call.” It is not known who this note was 
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written by or if it played any part in the suspect's actions leading up to this 
shooting. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the suspect was within 
Department policy. They also determined the tactics used were within 
Department policy. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Allen M. Castellanos, 
conduct a tactical debriefing with all involved personnel regarding the unique 
circumstances of this incident. The tactical debriefing is to include the 
processing of emergency calls for service by desk operations personnel and 
the deployment of Community Service Officers during tactical field operations.
